The two hundred and. seventy 


miles of canoeing down the Missir 
eauga River between walls of dense 
forests, slipping into one exquisite 
lake after another and making 35 
portages, is accounted the acme of 
out-door pleasure by those who 
have been so fortunate as to have 
traveled this Ontario water trail. 
The start is. usually made from 
Biscotasing, 8 miles west of Sud- 
bury, where outfits and guides can 
be obtained. This route ‘passes 
through Bisco and Spanish Lakes, 
then-into Spanish River where one 
is likely to see a dozen moose in 
the course of a day’s journeying. 
Spanish and Canoe Lakes and sev- 
eral lakelets intervene ere Missis- 
sauga Lake, the source of Missis- 
sauga River, is reached, From here 
the travel” is all down stream 
through wildly beautiful scenery. 
Tall spires of pines reach heaven- 
ward above the solid wall of forest 
that lines either bank. Moose, deer 
and other wild animals often 
emerge from the dense woods to 
aze at the passing strangers. 
Fhey are seldom molested and are 
quite feariogg, and present splendid 
targets for “the camera, Excellent 
fishing is at hand the whole dis- 
tance—speckled trout, lake trout, 
bass, pike and muskies are 50 
plentiful that one seldom casts 
without getting a bite. Pretty

Ottawa.—After ten years in opposl- 
tion, the Liberal party is again return- 
ed fo power. In the new House, Hon. 
W. L. MacKenzie King will have a 
clear majority over all parties. of 
the three parties the Progressives 
stand seconds and the Government 
party third. In the three provinces 
of Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia 
and Quebec, the Liberals swept every 
seat. The new National Progressive 
party, by securing sixty seats, will be- 
come a factor in Dominion politics. 
The Progressives did not secure the 
support that was expected in the east, 
but in the provinces of Alberta, Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan they made al- 
most a clean sweep. 

The Government has retained little 
more than a third of the seats it held 
at dissolution. The prime minister 
was defeated in his own constituency 
and with him were defeated eight 
members of his adminisration. The 
defeated cabinet ministers were:

“I have signed the treaty between 
Ireland and Great BHtain, 1 belleva 
this treaty will lay the foundation of 
peace and triendship between the two 
nations What I have signed I shall 
stand by in the belief that the end of 
the conflict of centuries is at hand,” 

Following is the text of Eamonn 
de Valera’s message to the irish peo- 
ple: 

“You have seen in the public press 
the text of the proposed treaty with 
Great Britain. The terms of this 
agreement are in violent conflict with 
the wishes of the Majority of this na-

“I feel it my duty to inform row im- 
mediately that I cannot recommend 
acceptance of this treaty, ejther to the 
Dail Hireann or to the country. In 
this attitude, I am supported by tho 
‘ministers’ of home affairs and de- 
fense, 

“A public session of the Dal! Wire- 
ann is being summoned. 

“I ask the people to maintain dur- 
ing the interval the same discipline 
as heretofore. ‘The members of the: 
‘cabinet,’ though of divided opinions, 
are prepared to carry on public sery- 
ices as ustal. The army, as such, 
is, of course, not affected by the poll- 
tical situation ane continues under the 
same orders and control, 

"The great test of our people has 
come, Let us face it worthily, 
without bitterness, and above all, 
without recriminations. There is a

Measuring a Thousandth 
Second 

What can happen in the thousandth 
part of a second? 

This question comes to the mind 
when we hear of the wonderful instru- 
ment in use at the Royal Observatory 
at Edinburgh, Scotland, which Profes- 
sor Sampson recently described at the 
British Association meeting 

A wireless signal will travel 186 
miles in a thousandth of a secénd; a 
ray of light will do the same; an ex- 
press train travelling 60 miles an 
hour will cover just under one inch 
in the time. ~ 

It is for registering with great pre- 
cision the time of any signal that this 
wonderful instrument has been made. 

It is an electric detector and records 
the movements of a tiny spot of light 
on a moving photographic film. These 
very minute measurements are becom- 
ing more important every day, as it is 
only by studying the infinitely little 
that our knowledge of the big things 
can be adyanced.

Adulterated 
___ Foods

Ky vehdor came to my home the 
other day, asking me to buy some 
foods which he said he was selling on 
commission for a wholesale house. I 
felt very sorry for this man, and so I 
bought a number of things from him. 
So did my ~ neighbors. We never 
heard of any of the brands before, and 
so we are wondering if they contain 
adulterants. Iam enclosing a list of 
the foods. Could you tell me of any 
simple method by which a housewife 
can detect adulterants?” 

. 80 writes a woman who probably 
tried to help in the problem of unem- 
ployment and yet has the health of 
her family at heart. 

To detect adulterant in ground sof- 
fee shake some of it into cold water. 
Pure coffee usually floats, while the 
average adulterant sinks. Chicory 
colors the water a brownish red. 

To test your lemon extract to a test 
tube nearly filled with water add one 
teaspoonful of the extract. If the 
real lemon is present it will come out 
of solution and will give a turbid ap- 
pearance to the solution and will form 
ap olly layer on the top of the water. 
remains clear after 
diluting with water very little, if any, 
oil of lemon is present. 

To detect. alum in baking powder 


put some logwood chips in a small 

dish, cover with water 
and bring to a boil. Throw the 
water away. Do this three times, 


then save the fourth extract. Till 
a test tube half full of water and add 
one level teaspoonful of the baking 
powder you to wish to test. 

Warm it and shake it until effer- 
vescence ceases, then add a drop or 
two of hydrochloric-acid to make the 
solution acid. To this solution add 
four or five drops of the logwood ex- 
tract. A bluish red color indicates 
the presence of alum. A yellow col- 
or shows its absence. Try @ small 
bit of alum dissolved in water to be- 
come familiar with the color you 
should look for. 

To, test for artificial coloring in jel- 
lies is the same test that we use for 
jartificial coloring in candies. Place 
\some of the sample in water and boil 
to dissolve it. Place in this liquid a 
few pieces of white woolen yarn and 
boil for five or ten minutes, stirring 
occasionally. Remove the yarn and 
wash in hot water. If it remains 
brightly colored the presence of arti- 
ficial dyes is shown. To make the 
test more certain, boil the yarn so 
colored in diluted ammonia for five 
minutes.’ The artifiicia) coloring mat- 
ter will dissolve in ammonia, 

If this is colored, add hydrochloric 
acid drop by drop until the solution 
is acid, as tested by blue litmus paper 
In this solution now place some fresh 
white yarn and boil. Remove and 
wash in water. If the yarn is color 
ed the presence of artificial dyes is 
proved positively. 

The chemicals, test tubes, litmus 
paper and so on required in these 
tests can be obtained for a -few 
cents at any drug store. An alco- 
hol lamp can be used as a source of 
heat if gas is not available, Further 
tests are described in Bulletin No, 100 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
which may be obtained by sendiug 10 
cents in coin to the Superintendent of 
Documents, Washington, D.C.
